Angus Ridge 


The ‘ebunitry luncheon of the Wetas- 
kiwin' Chamber of Commerce held, in 
the Angus Ridge community hall on 
Monday evening last was a decided 
success/from evéry standpoint. About 


one hundred and fify people from 
the city and surrounding district en- 


luncheon served by the ladies of the 
W.M.S at. Angus Ridge, ‘while the 
address .given by Dr. R. C. Wallace, 
president of the University of Alber- 
ta, was most interesting and educat- 
ive. The Doctor prefaced his re- 
marks by pointing out the signifi- 
cance of the members of the Chamber 
of Commerce and the residents of the 
community getting together as_ it 
would work out for the betterment of 
all concerned. He then referred to 
the potential wealth and great possi- 
bilities of the tar sands around Mc- 
Murray, stating that they were from 
60 to 100 feet thick, covered with clay 
on top and resting on limestone. 
These lie three hunddred miles north 
of Edmonton, and are 80% sand and 
20% tar. At the present time, they 
cannot be taken down profitably for 
road work, but experiments are being 
carried on with the object of extract- 
ing the tar from the sand, and if this 
can be done, no doubt they can be 
used with success in the surfacing of 
highways. In a few weeks it should 
be known if this can be done, and if 
30, it would expediate good roads in 
northern Allberta. The government 
are pioneered developers of the field, 
and today two or three good compan- 
‘ies are co-operating with the “hope 
that the tar sands problem can be 
solved in the near future. 

Speaking of co-operation, Dr. Wal- 
lace stated “You must sometimes 
submerge yourselves and your. per- 
sonal views, even if it hurts, for the 
benefit of the whole community,: and 
this is. what-some. of: the geologists

The big problem to solve in south- 
ern Alberta is the tremendous waste 
of gas in the Turner Valley field. The 
field is first and foremost a gas field, 
and its development hag been legiti- 
mate, but at the present time, three 
hundred million feet of gas are lost 
each day, and is equivalent to ten 


ly burned in the air. Coming genera- 
tions will say we have been inexcus- 
ably lax in our effort to control the 
situation, as at best, only seventy mil- 
lion feet can now be used. The wells 
can be restricted by permitting only 
.a certain pressure on each well, as is 
being done at many. wells.in the 
States. If this is done, more oil can 
be taken from each well. Another use 
for the gas would be its manufacture 
into carbon black, and also into rub- 
ber tires. Benzol, which has many 
uses in the dye industry, could also 
be made from this gas. 

The Doctor also referred briefly to 
the experiments being conducted to 
control the rust and root rot menace, 
which is more particularly prevalent 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan, and 
a large number of geologists are now 
studying the thirty or forty kinds of 
ust which have been discovered. Dr. 
Wallace concluded his very interest- 
ing address by referring to the place 
that the University has in the com- 
munity, and the work it is striving 
to do to solve deeper things in life, 
as it is after all these things and 
their appreciation that are worth 
while. No literature has yet been 
published depicting the true spirit 
and stoicism of the great north coun- 
try, but the Doctor predicted that this 
would be truly described at some fu- 
ture time“by some Canadian writer.

PROFESSOR’S: ‘GUESTS ‘SIP 
MUSIC THROUGH STRAWS 
ME 

Ithaca, N:Y., July 2.—The teeth 
were substituted in hearing for the 
ears in an invention exhibited today 
at the home of Dr. Frederick Bedell, 
professor of physics at Cornell Uui- 
versity. 

The professor’s guests appeared to 
sip their music through straws, as 
they listened to a phonograph, the 
sound of which was inaudible to the 
ears. The seeming straws were long 
pieces of wood, with sharp, pencil- 
like points. The listeners placed the 
sharp points on a tiny metal disc on 
a round cloth-covered ball the size 
of a big fist, that concealed the 
mechanism of the invention. 

The metai disc was a special re- 
ceiver for the deaf, transmitting its 
inaudible vibrations to the wood. By 
biting the other end of the stick 
lightly the listeners could hear, and 
to two of the auditors, at least, the 
music sounded as perfect as when 
audible to the ear. 

Professor Bedell said he perfected 
the device in hope that it will be 
useful for the deaf in listening to 
talkies and radio. The receiver 
would be placed on the backs of 
seats and the straw-like stick would 
cost but a trifle. They are ordinary 
wood.

RESOURCES WILL BE TRANS- 
FERRED ABOUT OCTOBER 1 


The transfer of the natural re- 
sources from the Dominion to the 
province of Alberta will be com- 
pleted about October 1, instead of 
August 1, as previously intended, 
stated Premier Brownlee on Thurs- 
day morning following an _ inter- 
view with Hon. Charles Stewart, 
federal minister of the interior. 

The delay in effecting the trans- 
fer, the premier explained, has 
been necessitated by the calling of 
the Dominion general election late 
ig July, and the fact that it will 
possibly be difficult to have the 
federal cabinet ministers meet in 
Ottawa within some weeks \after 
the contest. 

At the conference which will 
therefore be held between federal 
and provincial authorities later in 
the fall, all details of the transfer 
will be arranged, said Mr. Brownlee. 

The impending transfer should 
not cause unnecessary concern to 
members of the staffs of the vari- 
ous departments of the federal ser- 
vice, hitherto stationed in Calgary, 
said the premier, as the majority 
of the employees will be required 
to handle the administration of the 
resources under the control of the 
province, and the Dominion ‘govern- 
ment has expressed its intentiow of 
looking after the remainder.—Cal- 
gary Herald.

teachers on the matter of inculcating 
the idea of thrift in young people. In 
bringing children to the practice of 
thrift, there should be no better way 
than a practical lesson. Even the 
possession of a pass book, the regular 
additions to his savings account and 
the procedure of making deposits and 
withdrawals is a small lesson in 
business which is good for any boy or 
girl to have. 

In the Provincial Savings Certifi- 
cates Office it is a frequent experi- 
ence of the Government clerks who 
attend the counter that children bring 
their small savings bank when they 
have accumulated sufficient to buy 
a Savings Certificate. There is no 
mistaking the expression of. pleasure 
they have in opening their first ac- 
count. In fact, it is almost a matter 
of family pride to bring the small girl 
or boy into the Provincial Savings 
Office to buy his first five dollar cer- 
tificate. In this, one member of a 
family emulates another. The same 
should be true in a larger way in the 
schools. 

It has been said by those who have 
tried the system, that the time the 
teacher would have to give to this 
work would be from ten to twenty 
minutes a week. If, therefore, thrift 
should tbe given some attention in our 
schools, this is not too much time to 
give to it, and this method would 
appear to be a concrete lesson in 
thrift. When children are young, 
there is no better way of teaching 
them than the actual practice of the 
‘thing to be taught. 


The chartered banks are always 
willing to assist in the establishment 
of penny banks, and to give full in- 
formation to School Boards who may 
be interested in their establishment, 
whether in schools or otherwise. 

The system generally favoured is 
that of the Educational Thrift Ser. 
vice of New York. Some five hundred 
towns and cities of the United States 
and Canada have adopted the School 
Penny Bank idea with seven million 
savers, and a bank balance exceeding 
$30,000,000. 

In Canada the following cities are 
among those that have inaugurated 
the system: Toronto, Windsor, Win- 
nipeg, Regina, Saskatoon, Prince 
Albert and Edmonton (in prospect). 


In Ontario school children have 
over $1,000,000 in School ,Savings 
banks. Ontario operates under a 


direct charter from the Dominion 
Government. 

In Saskatchewan there is provision 
in Sub-section (28) of Section 110 of 
the School Act for school boards .to
